OF MOST SPEECHES. 


The President Makes Twelve Within 
South Dakota’s Confines. 


Tariff and General Prosperity of the Country the 
Themes Chiefly Discussed—His “Most Notable Address 
of the Number Delivered at Sioux Falls on the Wage 
Worker and Tiller of the Soil. 


BERDEEN D.) April 6.—The 
A President today traversed South 

Dakota and made more speeches 
than on any other day during his pres- 
ent trip. He began with two speeches 
at Sioux Falls this morning, and end- 
ed his twelfth speech this evening at 
Aberdeen. The speeches were confined 
for the most part to the tariff and to 
the general prosperity of the country. 
In all his speeches today, he 
closely the lines of his former addr 3 
on these subjects. The President was 
accorded a cordial welcome at the dif- 
ferent stopping places, and at many 
stations where the train did not stop 
crowds gathered and cheered, as the 
special train sped by. One feature of 
the day was the large number of chil- 
dren in the various audiences, and the 
President referred to them several 
times, saying that he was giad to see 
that the stock was not dying out. 

At Tulare the President departed 
from his usual custom and shook hands 
with the people gathered at the station, 
Yankton was the first stop after the 
train left Sioux Falis. To the multi- 
tude at Yankton, the’ President spoke 
on the tariff and the qualities of good 
citizenship, saying in this connection: 
“It has been a pleasure to see you, 
and I can sum upall I have to say to 
you in a couple of phrases, You need 
wise laws; see that you get them. You 
need honest administration of the laws; 
see that you have it, but don't make 
the mistake of thinking that any law 
or any administration of the law can 
take the place of the fundamental! qual- 
ities that make a good individual cit- 
igzenship and make a good nation, the 
qualities of honesty and courage and 

common sense.” 

At Mitchell the President made the 
longest address of ‘the day. His audi- 
ence was large and his epeech, was 
frequentiy interrupted by applause. 
| Here he discussed the work of indi- 
viduals and the important part they 
play in the upbuilding of the nation, 

“You can uplift a man, if he stum- 
bles. If he lies down, you cannot carry 
him. If you try to it will not help him 
and it will not help you. So, funda- 
mentally, it must rest upon yourself to 
win success. As I have said, law can 
do something; wise legislation, wise 
administration of the governme can 
do something. If you have laws ly 
administered they will spoll any pros- 
perity. Kt is easy enough to get a 
bad law that will stop the whole busi- 
ness, but to get a good law it is not 
so easy. It is easy to sit outside and 
say how the man inside should run 
the machine but it is not so easy to go 
inside and run the machine yourself. 

“This prosperity. to which we have 
attained has been reached under a se- 
ries of economic moves included in a 
system, through carrying out certain 
ideas in the currency and in the tariff, 
We cannot afford to reverse the sys- 
tem. Improvement can be made in it. 
In the tariff, for instance, schedules are 
not sacred, and as the needs of the na- 
tion change and shift it will be ae 
sary to change certain scedules to 
meet those shifting needs." 

The other stops of the day were 
made at Woonsocket, Scotland, Tripp, 
Parkston, Alpena and Redwood. The 
President is scheduled to arrive at Far- 
go, N. D., at 4:30 o'clock tomorrow 
morning,-but he will not leave his car 
until 8:30 o'clock, At Fargo, the 
President will deliver one of the long- 
est speeches of his tour. He will spend 
tomorrow in North Dakota, and will 


enter the Yellowstone Park, ednes- 
day af\ernoon.

ers, the stock growers and soll tillers, 
to the community at large, and those 
affecting the relations between em- 
ployer and employed. In a country 
like ours it is fundamentally true that 
the well-being of the tiller of the soil 
and the wage worker is the well-being 
of the State. If they are well off, then 
we need concern ourselves but little 
as to how other classes stand, for they 
will inevitably be well off, too; and, 
on the other hand, there can be no 
real general prosperity unless based 
on the foundation of the prosperity of 
the wage earner and the tiller of the 


But the needs of these two classes 
are often not the same. The tiller of 
the soll has been of all our citizens 
the one on the whole the least affected 
in his ways of life and methods of 
industry by the giant industrial 
changes of the last half century. There 
has been change with him too, of 
course. He alto can work to best ad- 
vantage if he keeps in closes“ouch with 
his fellows; and. the success of the na- 
tional Department of Agriculture has 
shown how much can be done for him 
by rational action of the government. 

Nor is it only through the depart- 
ment that the government can act. 
One of the greatest and most beneficent 
measures passed by the last Congress, 
or indeed by any Congress in recent 
years, is the Irrigation Act, which will 
do for the States of the Great Plains 
and the Rocky Mountain region at 
least as much as ever has been done 
for the States of the humid region by 
river and harbor improvements. Few 
measures that have heen put wpon 
the statute books of the nation have 
done more for the people than this 
law will, I firmly believe, directly and 
indirectly accomplish for the States in 
question. 

The Department of Agriculture de- 
votes its whole energy to working for 
the welfare of farmers and stock grow- 
ers. In every section of our country 
it alds them in their constantty-in- 
creasing search for a better agricul- 
tural education. It helps not only 
them, but all the nation, In seeing that 
our exports of meats have clean billie 
of health, andé@ that there ts rigid in- 
spection of all meats that enter into 
interstate commerce. Thirty-eight 
million carcasses were inspected dur- 
ing the last fiscal vear. Our stock 
growers sel! $45,000,009 worth of live 
stock annually. and these animals 
must be kept healthy or else our peo- 
ple will lose their trade. Our export of 
plant products to foreign . countries 
amounts to over $600.999.000 « year, ana 
there ts no branch of Its work to which 
the Department of Agriculture devotes 
more care. Thus the departme has 
been successfully Introducing maca- 
ron! wheat from the headwaters of the 
Volga, which grows successfully in 
ten inches of rainfall. and by = this 
means wheat growing hae been succers- 
fullv extended westward Into the semi- 
arid region. Two million bushels of 
this wheat were grown Iast vear: and 
being suited to dry condition: it can be 
used for forage as well as for food 
man. 

AGRICULTURE AND FRUIT. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
been helping our fruit men to establish 
markets abroad by studying methods of 
fruit preseryation through refrigeration 
and through methods of handling and 
packing. On the Gulf coasts of Lou- 
isiana and Texas, thanks to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, a rice Suita- 
ble to the region was imported from 
the Orient, and the rice crop is now 
practically equal to our needs in this 
country, whereas a few years ago it 
supplied but one-fourth of them. The 
most important of our farm products. 
is the grass crop; and to — oe 
has been done with 
only allude to the striking ghanee made 
in the entire West by the extended 
use of alfalfa. 

Moreover, the de t has taken 
the lead in the effort to prevent the 
deforestation of the country. Where 
there are forests we seek to preserve 
them: and on the once treeless plains 
and the prairies we are doing our best

tant questions, such as that of good 
roads, with which the States alone can 
deal, and where all that the nationa) 
government can do is to codperate with 
them. The same is true of the educa- 
tion of the American farmer. A num. 
ber of the States have themselves 
started to help in this work and the 
Department of Agriculture does an im- 
mense amount which is In the proper 
sense of the word educational, and 
educational in the most practical way. 
It is, therefore. clearly true that a 
t advance has been made in the 
direction of finding ways by which the 
government can help the farmer to 
help himself—the only kind of help 
which a self-respecting man will ac- 
cept, or. I may add, which will tm the 
end do him any good. Much has been 
done tn these ways. and farm life and 
farm processes continually change for 
the better. The farmer himself stil! 
retains, because of his surroundings 
and the nature of his work, to a pre- 
eminent degree the qualities which we 
like to think of as distinctly American 
in consider! our early The 
man who tille Nils own farm. whether 
on the prairie or in the woodland, the 
man who grows what we eat and the

tions not merely profitable, but often 
necessary for success, and have spe- 
cialized the labor of the wage worker 
at the same time that they have 
brought great aggregations of wage 
workers together. More and more in 
our great industrial centers men have 
come to realize that they cannot live as 
independently of one another as_in the 
old days was the case evérywhere, and 
as is now the case in the country dis- 
tricts. 

Of course, fundamentally each man 
will vet find that the chief factor in de- 
termining his success or failure in life 
is the sum of his own individual qual- 
ities. He cannot afford to lose his in- 
dividual initiative, his individual will 
and power: but he can best use that 
power if for certain objects he unites 
with his fellows. Much can be done 
by organization, combination, union 
among the wage workers; finally some- 
thing can be done by the direct action 
of the State. It is not possible em- 
pirically to declare when the interfer- 
ence of the State should be deemed 
legitimate and when illegitimate. | 

The line of demarcation between “‘un- 
healthy overinterference and angen | 
lack of regulation is not always well 
defined, and shifts with the change in 
our industrial needs. Most certainly 
we should never invoke the interfer- 
ence of the State or nation unless it is 
absolutely necessary; but it is equally 
true that when confident of its neces- 
sity we should noét on academic grounds 
refuse it. Wise factory laws, laws to 
forbid the employment of child labor 
and to safeguard the employés against 
the effects of culpable negligence by 
the employer, are necessary, not merely 
in the interest of the wage worker, but 
in the interest of the honest and hu- 
mane employer, who should not be 
penalized for his honesty and humanity 
by being exposed to unchecked com- 
petition with an unscrupulous rival. It 
is far more difficult to deal with the 
greed that works through cunning 
than with the greed that works through 
violence. But the effort to deal with it 
must be steadily made. 

EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYEE. 

“Very much of our effort in reference 
to labor matters should be by every 
device and expedient to try to secure 
a constantly better understanding be- 
tween employer and employé. Every- 
thiag possible should be done to in- 
crease the sympathy and fellow-feel- 
ing between them, and every chance 
taken to allow each to look at all ques- 
tions, especially at questions in dis- 
pute, somewhat through the other's 
eyes. If met with a sincere desire to 
act fairly by one another. and if there 
is, furthermore, power by each to ap- 
preciate the others standpoint, the 
chance for trouble is minimized. I sup- 
pose every thinking man rejoices when 
by mediation or arbitration it proves 
possible to settle troubles in time to 
avert the suffering and biterness caused 
by strikes. Moreover. a _ conciliation 
committee can do best work when the 
trouble is in its beginning, or -at least 
has not come to a head. When the 
break has actually occurred, damage 
has been done, and each side feels 
sore and angry; and it is difficuk to get 
them together—difficult to ke either 
forget its own wrongs remem ber 
the rights of the other. If possible 
the effort at conciliation or mediation 
or arbitration shtiould be made in the 
earlier sta and should be marked 
by the w on the part of both sides 
to try to come to a common agreement 
which each shall think in the interests 
of the other as well as of ttself. 

ANTHRACITE COMMISSION. 

When we deal with such a subject 
we are fortunate in having before us 
an admirable object lesson in the work 
that has just been closed by the An- 
thracite Coal Strike Commission. This

The imme- 
diate effect of this commission's ap- 
pointment and action was of vast and 
incalculable benefit to the nation: but 
the ultimate effect will be even better, 
if capitalist, wage-worker and law- 
maker alike will take to heart and act 


course, the natio government 
has but a small field in which it can 
work in labor matters. Something it 
can do, however, and phat something 
ought to be done. Among other things 
I should like to see the District of 
Columbia, which is completely under 
the contro! of the nati government, 
receive a set of model labor laws. 
Washington is not a city of very large 
industries, but still it has some. Wise 


among our people. In my own lifetime? labor legislation for the city of Wash- 


ington would be a good thing In it- 
self, and it would be a far better thing. 
because a standard would thereby be 
set for the country as a whole. 

In the field of general legisiation 
lating to these subjects, the action of 
Congress is necessarily very limited. 
Still there are certain ways in which 
We can act. Thus the Secretary of the 
Navy has recommended, with my cor- 
dial and hearty approval, the enact- 
ment of a strong employers’-liability 
law in the navy yards of the nation. 
It shovid be extended to similar 

ches of the government work. 
A n. sometimes such laws can be 
enacted as an Incident to the nation’s 
control over interstate commerce. In 
my last annua! message to Congress, I 
advocated the passage of a law in ref- 
erence to car couplings—to strengthen 
the features of the one already on the 
statute books so as to minimize the 
exposure to death and maiming of rail- 
way employés. Much opposition had 
to be overcome. In the end an mira- 
ble law was passed “to promote the 
safety of employés and travelers upon 
‘railroads by compelling common car- 
riers engaged in interstate commerce 
to equip their cars with automatic 
couplers and continuous brakes and 
their locomotives with driving-wheel 
This law received my signa- 
iture a couple of days before Congress 
adjourned. It represents a real and 
substantial advance in an admirable 
kind of legisiation.

It bears f:om 
seed the second season, and a young 
plant set out in the spring frows 4:x 
tall and comes into bearing by 
Christmas. The branches are spread- 
ing amd the foliage large and hand- 
some. The fruit is pendant in clusters 
below the foliage, is the size of a large 
ese. and of a beautiful orange-salmon 
color when ‘ripe. It has a delicious 
sub-acid taste, slightly resembling the 

tomato. It is delicious raw, serv 
with sugar and cream, or cOoked as 
sauce, and is also very fine for jelly 
or jam. It will keep for weeks, as on 
account of its very tough skin it does 
not bruise, also because of the solid 
nature of the fruit covering the seeds, 
which are like those of the tomato. 
The fruit is so handsome that it would 
sell readily on sight: if shipped East 
during the holiday season it would no 
doubt be immensely popular. Where it 
is grown in’ Ceylon and India it is 
known as the “poor man’s fruit.” It 
yields abundantly and is at home in 
this clime. It is a most ornamental 
plant and is attractive in conservatory 
or garden. It is a mative of South

scheme or combination, 1 would be 
driven to find as a matter of general 
law that minority shareholders might 
restrain a4 majority shareholder from 
voting for directors at ail ypon a show. 
ing that the result would probably be 
the selection of trustees who would 
not manage the corporation in the in- 
terest of its own shareholders, but in 
an interest which was repuggoant tu 
them as a class. The direct effect of 
any such decree on any of the theories 
on which | am asked to act, would be 
to deprive the Union Pactfic Raliroad 
Company of one of the most valuable 
of the incidents of its ownership of iis 
Southern Pacific shares, the right to 
volte for managing directors at a meet- 
ing of stockholders. It is, therefore, 
according to every definition, an indis- 
pensible party te any bill which chal- 
lenges its right to own or vote upou 
ite Southern Pacific shares, 

“It must be accepted ds altogether 
fundamental that no court cui adjuai- 
cate upon the rights or interests of 
one Who is neither actually or consiruc- 
tively before the court. The principle 
of due process of law unconditionalty 
compels observance of the rule which 
limits the just jurisdiction of every 
court to a determination only of the 
rights of persons who are parties to the 
litigation. 

“In Mallow vs. Hinde, 12 Wheaton, 
193, 198, where the court found itsecif 
unable to proceed for the want of an 
indispensable party, it 

"“"We do not putthis case upon the 
ground of jurisdiction, but upon a 
much broader ground, which must 
equally apply to all courts of equity. 
whatever be their siructure as to juris- 
diction. We put it on the ground that 
no court can adjudicate directly upon 

‘s right without the party ac- 
tually or constructively before the 


court. 

“This doctrine has over and again 
been announced by the Supreme Court, 
and in no case more emphatically 
than in Minnesota vs. Northern Se- 
curities Company. But the complain- 
ants say that the Union Pactfic Is con- 
structively before the coyrt, being rep- 
resented by the Bouthe Pacific Com- 


pany. 

“This contention is placed upon the 
two distinct grounds, first, that there 
is such an identity of interest be- 
tween the two corporations that the 
defendant should be regarded as rep- 
resenting and defending fcr the Union 
Pacific Company; second, that the 
Southern Pacific Company t« in 
the representative of each of its 
stockholders im respect to all corpo- 
rate matters. 

“These, in thetr order: The ‘identity 
of interest’ relied upon to obviate the 
necessity of suing the Union Pacific, 
consists in the circumstances hereto- 
fore stated showing the control exer- 
cised by the one company in the man- 
agement of the other. But it must 
not be overlooked that the managing 
agencies which have spoken through 
the unswer of the Southern Pacific 
deny that they are or have been dis- 
loyal to their trust as officers and di- 
rectors of the Southern Pacifie and 
deny that tn their character as officers 
of the Southern Pacific Company they 
stand for and represent the other com- 
pany. They deny that the two roads 
were in any sense competitive or that 
there is the slightest repugnance in 
their acting as directors for both com- 
panies. 

“To assume that there is such iden- 
tity of interest as to dispense with the 
necessity of bringing the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company before the court 
would be, first. to decide all the issues 
of fact and law involved and then 
say: “These being the facts, and this 
the law, it is plain that there is such 
oneness of interest between these com- 
panies that the rights of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company can be adjudi- 
cated without its actual presence, be- 
cause it is represented by the defend- 
ant, which is sued.” 

“Aside from this inconsistent attitude 
we cannot ignore the fact that while 
there may be an identity of interest in 
some particulars, the question of the 
right of the Union Pacific Company to 
hold and vote the shares owned by it 
is a question which deeply affects its 
property rights. and in respect of which 
the Southern Pacific Company, as such, 
has no interest whatever. 

“These are two wholly distinct cor- 
porations, having each its own prop- 
erties and its own body of stockhold- 
ers, and neither has any legal right to 
stand or represent t other, except as 
it may be duly constituted the agent 
of the Other. 

“The second groun® for maintaining 
that the Union Pacific Railroad is a 
party by representation is based upon 
the very obvious rule that the corpora- 
tion reprerents its shareholders in the 
defense of all suits which involve cor- 
porate rights or functions. What right 
has the Southern Pacific Company to 
conclude or effect the right of any 
shareholder in respect of the owner- 
ship or incidents of his particular 
shares” \ 

“Of what interest is it to the cor- 
poration as an entity or as a body of 
stockholders whether particuler shares 
are owned or voted by A, rather than 
by B, or whether it is C that is capable 
of holding or voting shares in all? 

“It is a question which may indi- 
rectly affect other shareholders, but it 
is clearly not a «question which con- 
cerns the corporation af such, or any 
of its functions. But it has been urged 
that the idea of a corporation, as a 
legal entity separate and apart from 
the body of persons composing its 
stockholders, as a faction that should 
be ignored whenever used for the pur- 
poses not within the intent of the de- 
vice, and that in a case like this 
against the corporation should be re- 
garded as a suit against every corpora- 
tion and therefore a suit to which the 
(‘nition Pacific Railroad Company is a 
party to be represented. 

“If the issue. made with the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company in ite char- 
acter as a stockholder of the Southern 
Pacific was one which was common to 
all the stockholders, there would be 
some room for regarding the litigation 
as involving a corporate matter. in- 
terest or function. But the question is 
one which does not apply to the stock. 
holders as a body. Its solution de- 
pends absolutely upon a state of ratte 
peculiar to the particular stockholder, 


and its decision will affect directly the } 


property rights of that owner alone, 
and does not directly concern any other 
stockholder as such. a 

“A judgment or decree againat a cor. 
poration in respect to corporate mat- 
ters necessarily binds its members, tn 
the absence of fraud, because, as stated 
by Fuller, Chief Justice, in Hawkins vs. 
Gienn ‘thie is involved in the contract 
created in becoming a stockholder.’ No 
such reason exists when the judgment 
or decree against the corporation does 
not involve some corporate duty, obli. 
gation, or function, but affects alone 
the contract rights of a ~particular 
stockholder as against the other mem- 
bers of the corporation 

“The shares of stock which tt is 
sought to disfranchise are the cor- 
porate property of the Union Pacific 
Rallroad Company. The corporation it- 
self is, therefore. an indispensable 
party to any suit which affects its 
corporate right to own, hold or vote 
such shares, for any decree made with 
reference to shares so owned must be 
effective to operate upon its owners. 

“The suggestion has been made that 
the affidavits and exhibits show that 
the shares s0 owned by the Union Pa- 
cific Raliroad Company stand in the 
name of FE. H. Harriman, and that as he 
has made an affidavit which has been 
filed in the care he has thereby mede 
an appearance in the case in his rep- 
resentative character as trustee for 
the Union Pacific company. and that. 


having as a party the trustee In whore 


name such shares stand, the court has 
obtained jurisdiction to enjoin the trus- 
tee from voting on same, even if he 
appearance ts not to be regarded as 
the appearance of the Union Pacifie 
company for all purposes relating to 
said shares. 

“The premise is absolutely unsound. 
Harriman has filed an affidavit appar- 
entiy, and only presumably at the 
instance of the Southern Pacific, which 
is a party, gnd it cannot be that with- 
out being bound asa party even though 

' eridence may operate indirectly to 

advantage personally a* a 

ee for others. Knowledge of the 
_. saenecy-of a sult is not equivalent to 
legal notice, and the mere appexarance 
of one as a witness in behaif o; one 
who is an actual party is not an ap- 
pearance as @ party, and hast never 
been so held. 

“With some reluctance, I reach the 
conclusoin that any order or decree, al- 
fecting the right of the Union Pacifie 
to acquire, hold or vote the stock of the 
Southern Pacific Company owned by It, 
or denying to it the right to vote its 
shares for such persons as it shall 
deem fit and proper. will not conclude 
that corporation, nor protect the South, 
ern Pacific in excluding such shares 
from participation in ang stockholders’ 
meeting. Though there had been no 
precedent, my conclusion upon princi- 
ple would have been the same. 

“The case of Minnesota vs. the 
Northern Securities Company has an 
important bearing upon this subject. 
For this reason and without express- 
ing any opinion ag to the power of a 
court of equity to interfere with the 
privilege of a stockholder to vote his 
shares as he pleases and for whom he 
pleases, if he be lawfully competent 
to own and hold the shares at ali, any 
opinion upon any of the other most 
interesting questions which arise prop- 
erly only in a case to which the Union 
Pacific is a party, I must decline to 
grant any injunction restraining - the 
voting of the Unton Pacific shares at 
the approaching election of directors. 

“The application. to retain the cause 
for a reasonable time in order that 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
may be impleaded in ae forum having 
jurisdiction over it to try the ques- 
tion of its double function of buying 
for the one company and selling for 
the other. 

“The design or purpose to dispose 
of the Central Pacific stock, in whole 
or in part, or of the Central Pacific 
lease, has been most positively repu- 
diated by the defendant corporation, 
and there has been produced no evt- 
dence whatever in support of the 
charge of such a purpose made by the 
bill, other than the fact that very large 
expenditures are being made upon the 
Central Pacific lines. But unless it 


could be shown that these expenditures 


were ultra vires or in pursuance of 
some fraudulent scheme in disregard of 
the interests of the defendant com- 
pany, they would afford no ground for 
an appeal to the powers of a court of 
equity. Such matters tie in the dis- 


cretion of the manacing directors, and 
it is the fundamental! law of corpora- 


tions that the discretion of those bav- 
ing the power to act will not be re- 
strained upon the application of a mi- 
nority who may entertain a different 
opinion as to the wisdom of the ex- 


penditures. 


“In view of the denials of the an- 


swer that these expenditures are being 
made with an ulterior purpose. I am 
unable to sce any such exigency as to 
this matter. 


“The complainants may at any time 


hereafter make another application up- 
on obtaining evidence of a purpose to 
deal with the Central Pactfic stock or 
lease, as they profess to apprehend.” 


A motion to appeal was then sus- 


tained, and the Southern Pacific elec- 
tion postponed pending the appeal. 


KEENE MEANS TO FIGHT.

W YORK. April 6.—{Exclusive 
Dispfatch:} Edward Lauterbach, coun- 


sel for Talbot J. Tavior & Co. in 


Keene's application for an injunction 


against the Union Pacific, had a long 
conference with Keene at the Waldorf- 


Astoria yesterday afternoon, as soon 


as the news of the decision was fre- 


ceived. Keene means ao carry on the 
fight, and Lauterbach will take imme- 


diate steps for an appeal, and will get 


the matter before the United States 


Circuit Court of Appeals in Cincinnati 
as speedily as possible. He said he 


hoped to argve the case during the 
May or June term, 
Lauterbach declared that Judge Lur- 


ton’s decision did not affact in any 


way the merits of the Keene case, but 
that the decision was based purely 
upon technicalities, the Judge holding 
that the Union Pacific was an indie- 
pensable party In the case, and before 
an Injunction could be granted against 
it, the Union Pacific would have to 
be represented directly before the 
court. which was not the case in the 
application just denied. The techni- 
callty, Lauterbach declared, was the 
chief difficulty which confronted the 
Keene party.. He said: 

“We could have sued the Southern 
Pacific, Central Pacifie and Pe. 
cific in the State courts of New York, 
but the State courts have held that 
they will not Interfere in the election 
of a foreign corporation. 

“In bringing the case of a corpora- 
‘ion before the United States ‘‘ourt, a 
process can only beeserved at the 
place of habitation of such corporation, 
and it ts held that that habitation 
exists in the State where the com- 
pany was incorporated. The Unton 
Pacific road is such a corporation. Bo 
the suit was not brought against the 
tnion Pacific, but the Southern Pa- 
cifle, as representative of all its stock- 
holders.” 


EFFECT ON STOCK MARKET 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK. April 6.—[{Exciusive 
Dispatch. The tmmediate effect of the 
decision permitting the Union Pacific 
to vote their $90.0000,000 of Southern 
Pacific stock was the caure of a slight 
rally in the jocal stock market, but it 
was evident that the news had been 
discounted to a great extent. as there 
was sharp reaction, and the market 
became very weak. During the early 
trading Union Pacific had advanced 
to 92. a rise of 1% points above Satur- 
day's closing price, and on the an- 
nouncement of the Harriman victory 
it rose still further to 93, but then re- 
acted. 

Members of the Union Pacific group 
were greatly elated, and Wall street 
generally breathed a sigh of relief 
A director of the Union and Southern 
Pacific companies said: “We are pre- 
pared to receive the congratulations 
of our friends. We have maintained 
a policy of silence right along, and 
now that the whole matter is finished 
and done with, we do not see why we 
should depart from this rule.” 

Talbot J. Taylor was not at his of- 
fice when the decision became known,

VICTIMS OF HYPNOTISM. 


Mrs. Marshall Mink Died a Raving 

Maniac as Result of Practicing the 

Mystic Art. 

{BY DIRECT WIiKE TO THE TIMES.) 

MONMOUTH (IIL) April 6—(Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Mrs. Marshall Mink 
who, with her husband, was hynotized 
by reading Prof. Harraden's books of 
hypnotism, died at Watertown Asylum 
yesterday. 

The case is one of the most peculiar 
and mystifying ever known to the 
medical fraternity. The victims were 
under 30 years of age, and are the 
parents of two children. Both were 
sound mentally and physically. 

Recently they saw an advertisement 
of Prof. Harraden of Jackson, Mich., 
who proposed to teach Aypnotism in 
twenty lessons. Minks sent for the 
books. In the first lesson, both bé- 
came partially under hypnotic influ- 
ence, and for several days they con- 
tinued In that state, both endeavor- 
ing to wield their power over the other. 
The husband at last lost control over 
his wife, and both were brought here. 
A local hypnotist partially succeeded 
in restoring Mrs. Mink to her normal 
state, but only for a brief period. She 
became worse and worse, and was tak. 
en to the asylum. 

Supt. Taylor says the case developed 
énto the most violent mania he had 
ever seen. The patient's sufferings 
were terrible. She imagined she had 
been melted into liquid state, turned 
Into stone and born again. She con- 
tinued growing worse and sank into a 
comatose state from which SBhe never 
rallied.

YELLOW FEVER MOSQUITOES. 


Result of Interesting Observations 
Made at Quarantine Station, Ney York 


by Passed Assistant Surgeon Grubbs. 
(BY DIRECT WIRK TO THE TIMES ] 
NEW YORK. April 6.—(LExclusive 
Dispatch.] Ever since last June, ob- 
servations have been made at the quar- 


antine etation under the supervision 
of Passed Assistant Surgeon 8. B. 
Grubbs. Every vessel arriving from 


ports where the stegomyla, the yellow- 
fever-bearing mvoequito, prevails, has 
been carefully examined to ascertain 
whether mosquitoes are on beard, and 
if so, their variety, where and when 
they took passage, and under what 
conditions. The inspector is armed 
for this work with a cyanide bottie 
for.them, and a sheet of questions for 
the captain to answer. 

Of the 82 vessels inspected, all ar- 
riving from stegomyia-infested ports, 
only 15 were feund to have carried any 
mosquitoes during the voyage. Five 
had them aboard before leaving port; 
two of these were rid of their winged 
passengers as soon as they were well 


out at Sea; three earried them for 
two days, after which they disap- 
peared, and one, after seeing. as it is 
supposed, the last of them, received 


another visitation when she had got 
about twenty miles from land at this 
end of her voyage. 

Nine sailing vessels having no mos- 
quitoés aboard before sailing had them 
appear at sea. A vessel 22 days from 
Vera Crug had a case of yellow fever 
aboard at that place Where she lay a 
mile from the sea wall, three-eighths o 


a mile from an infected prigon, an 
200 yards from another infected ship.

LECTRICITY VERSUS STEAM. 

In McClure’s Magazine for March 
is published an interesting article 
by S. E. Moffet, giving some account 
of the manner in which electricity is 
superseding steam, for traction pur- 
poses, in Massachusetts and In other 
parts of New England. The progress 
of the conquering troliey in Massa- 
chusetts has been truly triumphant. 
Four times as many passengers were 
carried last year by electric cars, in 
that State, as by the steam roads. 
“Of course,” says Mr. Moffet, “that 
was due chiefly to the dense city traf- 
fic, but still the city street-car sys- 
tems were pretty complete seven years 
ago, and the trolley passenger business 
has dowbled since that time, while 
the steam passenger business has ac- 
tually declined.” 

From the statisiics gathered by Mr. 
Moffet it appears that the electric 
mileage in the State of Massachu- 
setts has increased by from 9 to 18 
per cent. every year since 1894. In 
the year 1901 the increase amounted 
to 242.7 miles, while the mileage- of 
steam roads was reduced during the 
same year by 1.39 miles. “In Connecti- 
cut, where there are no very large 
cities to inflate the trolley figures, 
and where one great steam railroad 
system is supposed to be the feudal 
proprietor of the entire State, there 
were 20 per cent. more passen- 
gers on the electric lines in 1900 than 
on the steam roads.” Mr. Moffet says: 

“Inch by inch the fleld is contested, 
and slowly, sulleniy, the locomotive is 
giving way. before the insirtent trolley. 
A dozen years ago it was only the car 
horse and the cable in the towns that 
were threatened by electric traction. 
Then the trolley poked an inquiring 
tentacle over the city limits into the 
suburbs. The results were satisfactory, 
and swiftly the electric lines flung 
their spider filaments from town to 
town, until now great sections of the 
country are cobwebbed with them. The 
trolley map of Eastern Massachusetts 
looks as complete as the steam rail- 
road map. If you have a little time to 
Spare you can go on an electric ¢ar to 
almost any part of Southern New Eng- 
land that you could reach by a loco- 


motive, and to a good many parts that 
you could not.” 


But the trolley roads do not confine 
their sphere of operations to the pas- 
senger business, by any means. They 
are transporting light freicht of near- 
ly all kinds in increasing quantities, 
and in this line of business also they 
seem to be distanc'ng their competi- 
tors, the steam roads. The electric 
transportation system lends Itself with 
peculiar adaptability to the business 
of local freight carrying. As in pas- 
senger transportation. it has, the ad- 
vantage of frequent service, and it js 


entirely practicable to stop at all 
points which the exigencies of the 
business require. “There ts no 


troublesome red tape about the trol- 
ley freight system,” observes Mr. 
Moffet. “The Cleveland and Eastern 
Railway, for instance, handles milk 
on its forty-mile line at a uniform rate 
of two cents per gallon for any dis- 
tance. The farmer buys packages of 
tickets at that rate. When his milk 
is shipped it pays its fare, Iike a 
passenger. A twenty-cent ticket Is 
banded to the conductor for each ten- 
galion can. The conductor punches 
the tickets and passes them on to the 
office. The company returns the empty 
cans free.” 

Many persons who have watched 
with Interest the growth of electric 
traction predict that it will be only a 
few years before the steam locomotive 
will be practically driven from the 
fleld by its younger rival. Present 
conditions, while they do not seem to 
warrant this sweeping prediction, are 
certainly not such as to make the re 
sult predicted seem impossible. Mar- 
velous improvements have been made 
during the past few years in the 
transmission of power over long dis- 
tances by electricity, and no man can 
say what Improvements and discov- 
erles the future may have in store. 
The trolley is a winner, thus far in 
its brief career. Who shall presume

NCLE SAM'S NAVY. 

Admira! Dewey recently created 
something like an international sen- 
sation, and aroused a considerable 
of indignant protest in the 
Fatherland, by remarks which he ut- 
tered—or was reported to have tt- 
tered—to the effect that the American 
navy would be more effective in war 
than that of Germany. basing his vb- 
servations, as reported. on the fact 
that the American sallorman, Iike the 
American soldier, thinks for himself. 
while the German sailor and the Ger- 
man soldier are, to a great extent, 
automatons, being helpless without 
their officers. On the other hand, a 
dispatch from Berlin quotes a German 
Count as saying, in a Berlin paper, 


that Germany's firet squadron is 
homogeneous, and always ready for 
instant service, and that “It cou)! 


emash Dewey's heterogenous assem- 
blage, which had not a single modern 
armored cruiser.” 

The Count regards the American 
maneuvers as “generally childish,” 
and as “always resulting in defeats of 
the hostile fleets, the naval command- 
ers thus gaining large newspaper 
glory.” He refers to the “poor marks- 
manship of the West Indies fleets,” to 
“Its Insufficient number of 
cers, and men,” and to the “low mor- 
als of the navy, as indicated by the 
numerous desertions,” and says he be- 
lieves “the United States will some 
day have a fine fleet, but she has not 


one yet.” 
Here are two opposite views of the 
question. As in other cases, the 


truth probably lies somewhere “be- 
twixt and between.” By the way, 
Capt. Hobson, who has recently been 
a visitor to Los Angeles for_ a few 
days, is one of those who does nut 
take such an optimistic view of the 
naval situgtion as does Admiral 
Dewey. He declares that tonnage is 
the best factor for determining such a 
question. At present, the German 
navy has 500,000 tons of warship dis- 
placement afloat, and soon will in- 
crease this weight by another 100,000 
tons. He says the displacement of 
various navies is as follows: Untted 
States, 560,000 tons: England, 1,800,000 
tons; France, 720,000 tons, Russia, 
600,000 tons. 

Capt. Hobson makes a strong plea 
for liberality in appropriations for the 
American navy. He tis doubtless 
right in this. If the United States is 
to maintain its position among the 
great powers of the world, we must 
of necessity have a powerful navy. 
Therge is not the remotest prospect 
that any foreign army will ever be 
able to do damage on United States 
territory, but with the improvements 
that have been made in the range of 


guns, a foreign fleet could work in- 


calculable damage to our coast cities. 
We have a very long coast line to 
protect, on both sides of the continent. 
Until the Panama canal is completed 
it is a very long voyage from one 
coast io the other, and we cannot ex- 
pect that every American vessel 
would be able to duplicate the marve!. 
ous feat of the Oregon. 

Then, again, we have our territorial 


possessions in the West Indies and im 


the Pacific Ocean to look after, while 


keeping an eye on developments in 


the farther Orient. By all means let 
us keep our navy up to date, and at 
the same time let us not overlook 
the Important necessity of providing 


a sufficient number of trained young 


Americans to man the ships, for 
while “displacement” is undoubtedly 


an important thing to reckon with, 
yet that will avail 


unl we 
have a sufficient supply of “the ‘men 
behind the guns.”

LOS ANGELES THEATER. “Are 
You a Mason?” is a farce-comedy of 
the real brand. Not a crude jumble of 
meaningless nonsense, but nonsense 
which has pith and point and purpose. 
It is extremely funny frem opening to 
close. Much of the play runs along 
the lines of genuine comedy and al- 
though it broadens into uproarious 
farce toward the close, it does not at 
any time degenerate into pointless va- 
pidity, as do so many of the produc- 
tions which pass current on the con- 
temporaneous stage as farce-comedy. 

The piece is adapetd from the Ger- 
man of Laufs and Kratz. by Lee Dit- 
richstein. The fun is all about two 
men who attempt to pass themselves 
off as Freemasons for the purpose of 
deceiving the female members of the'r 
respective families.

Former Chairman « of { London and Globe 
Company Made “Lea Park,’ His Resi- 
Gence, a Princely Place.

merely picturesque English house nad 
estate into an enchanted palace; set 
in the midst of a modern fairlyland. 

The sum of $1,500,000 is said to have 
been the magic wand which the Lon- } 
don financter waved ‘over the place near 
Godalming. as he found it, but it was 
less than the mere lavishing of money 
than the high-handed fashion in which 
the very natura! features of the estate 
were made to undergo arbitrary 
changes that was the remarkabie part 
of Wright's transfiguration of his 
eountry home. He bought it about 
seven years ago, and immediately 
called in a small army of architects 
and contractors, whom he ordered to 
set 500 men to work, planning in this 
way to carry out within a compara- 
tively short time a programme that or- 
diarily would have taken at least 
twelve years to complete. Then fit was 
that he began hie metamorphosis of 
the landscape.

Shippers and Railroads to Argue To- 
day Before Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner Prouty.

“SCIENTIST” CENSURED. 

Yesterday morning the Coroner and 
jury dealt with the case of James Ed- 
mund Dickey, who died in Alhambra 
on Friday under peculiar circum- 
stances. The jury returned a verdict 
ecensuring John James Denton, the 
“healer.” in whose care Dickey died. 

The inquest was held at the pariors 
of Ives & Warren, whither the body 
was brought from Alhambra. The evwl- 
dence showed that the man died at the 
home of 8. L. Page in Alhambra. He 
had been a railroad carpenter with the 
Santa Fé. Instead of a proper certif-

county authorities. He presumed that 
she had not understood his instruc- 
tions.

RAILRGAD WORK GOES ON. 

SAN PEDRO, April 6.—Aside from 
the construction of a short line of 
trackage on Twenty-first street, be- 
tween West street and Crescent ave- 
nue, there were no developments in 
the great battle for vantage points 
over the San Pedro water front, be- 
tween the Pacific Electric and South- 
ern Pacifie companies, today. The 
Huntington forces were busily engaged 
in putting their new San Pedro-street 
line down to grade and otherwise 
brushing over the hurried work of yes- 
terday, while the Espee still kept a 
large engine and several heavy rock 
cares near the scene of the controversy, 
for fear the’ electric road would at- 
tempt to cross its tracks on Beacen 
street. 

“I am at a loss te see the motive of 
the Southern Pacific in thus maintain- 
ing an engine here,’ said Chief En- 
gineer Pillsbury of the electric road, 
when he visited San Pedro street this 
morning. “I have already given Su- 
perintendent Swain my werd that the 
Pacific Electric Company does not in- 
tend to cross his tracks, and that 
should be enough,” continued Pilis- 
ury. 

More material is expected tomorrow 
from Long Beach, when the work of 
extending the electric road into Los 
Angeles will be prosecuted rapidly. 
It is also understood to be the inten- 
tion of Mr. Huntington and his asso- 
clates to commence construction of 
their proposed mole and wharf into the 
outer harbor at once, the announce- 
ment having already been made that 
the system will be in operation be- 
tween San Pedro and Los Angeles 
within four months.

| BUCKET SHOPS WIN. 


Effort to Prevent Them by Injunction, 


from Securing Quotations on Grain 

Futures Is Defeated. | 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M.) 

ST. LOUIS, April 6.—Injunctions 
sought by the Chicago Board of Trade 
to establigh the ownership of the que- 
tations on the future prices of grains 
and other commodities were denied by 
Judge Adams in the United States Dis- 
trict Court today, and the dealing in 
futures condemned. 

The injunctions were asked for in | 
June, 1901. against the Donovan and 
Cella commission companies of &t. 
Louls. In the application for the In- 
junction the Board of Trade alleged 
that the quotations for futures were 
given to the telegraph companies by 
the Board of Trade under a contract 
which prohibited their sale to Bucket 
shops, and that the firms named 4s 
defendants were bucket shops, and 
were not entitled to the quo- 
tations which were then  be- 
ing delivered to them by some 
agency then unknown. These two 
cases, brought for the purpose of mak- 
ing a test, were dismissed by Judge 
Adams. In the decision the judge said: 

“The main point In qustion is wheth- 
er there if a property right which 
may be protected in the continuous 
quotations, The entire question is #0 
tainted with unsavoriness as to pre- 
ciude resort to a court of equity for 
protection of its quotations. 

“I am satisfied.” reads the opinion, 
“that many of the so-called sales of 
future deliveries which furnish the ba- 
sis of the quotations, are merely gam- 
bling transactions.”
